The enrollment for Summer 
Quarter 1993 at Troy State Univer- 
sity at Dothan is 1,747, a 6.3% in- 
crease over the enrollment for sum- 
mer quarter a year ago. This marks 
the twenty-fourth consecutive 
quarter (six calendar years) that 
TSUD’s enrollment has shown an in- 
crease over the same quarter for the 
prior year. In this six-year period, 
TSUD’s enrollment has increased by 
approximately 50%.

On June 4, a student chapter of the 
Society for Human Resource 
Management (SHRM) was 
chartered at TSUD. The SHRM 
provides its membership with educa- 
tion and information services, con- 
ferences and seminars, government 
and media representation, and publi- 
cations that equip human resource 
professionals to become leaders and 
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decision makers within their or- 
ganizations.

Dr. Donald Goldsmith, professor 
of mathematics at Troy State Univer- 
sity at Dothan, was selected to par- 
ticipate this June in the annual read- 
ing and scoring of Advanced Place- 
ment Examinations in COMPUTER 
SCIENCE. 

Each year the AP Program, spon- 
sored by the College Board, gives 
hundreds of thousands of capable 
high school students an opportunity 
to take rigorous college-level courses 
and examinations and, based on their 
exam performance, thousands of stu- 
dents then receive credit and/or ad-

The AP Reading is one of the few 
settings in which dialogue between 
school and college educators is 
strongly encouraged. “The Reading 
is the ideal environment for high 
school teachers and college faculty to 
exchange ideas and foster profes- 
sionalism within the discipline,” said 
Dr. Wade Curry, AP Program Direc- 
tor at the College Board. “At a time 
when the nation is focusing on ways 
to ensure and improve quality in 
education, it is vital to recognize the 
contributions of educators like 
Donald Goldsmith, who is making a 
commitment to education and fol- 
lowing it through.”
